The Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts. through it’s Department 
of Community Affairs. has appro- 
ved the 40 acre Urban Renewal 
Project. off Eames Street in 
South Wilmington. The news 
reached Wilmington just before 
the Christmas Holidays. 

Urban Renewal Project Mass. 
R-111. proposed by the Wilming- 
ton Chamber of Commerce. and 
voted by the Town Meeting sev- 
eral years ago. will put into one 
title, owned by the town. a number 
of lots of land for which there is 


no ownership, or of which the 
ownership claims are dubious. 
and prepare the land for indus- 
trial'‘use. The forty acres. part 
of an old sub-division dating back 
to 1889. pays only about $500 a 
vear in taxes. at this time and 
after the project has been com- 
pleted. could pay several hundred 
thousands a year in taxes.

fire. His aircraft received 
numerous hits and Farnham was 
wounded. In spite of the exten- 
sive aircraft damage and wounds 
received. he remained on sta- 
tion. in support of the ground 
forces. until his aircraft was 
shot down bv enemy ground fire. 

Farnham was evacuated from 
the landing zone and returned 
to the staging area. He refused 
medical assistance and insis- 
ted on returning to the landing 
zone. As his aircraft ap- 
proached the landing area. it 
again was subjected to a with- 
ering fire from the enemy 

After he had expended all his 
ammunition Farnham attemp- 
ted to evacuate some of the 
wounded soldiers from the area 
Although the evacuation was 
successful. his aircraft was 
hit by automatic weapons fire 
and Farnham was wounded a 
second time. He managed to 
flv his crippled aircraft back 
to the staging area. where he 
immediately transferred to a 
replacement aircraft and re- 
turned to the landing zone to 
continue support of the belea- 
gured ground forces 

On each pass across the area 
Farnham’s aircraft was sub- 
jected to a murderous volume 
of small arms fire and automa- 
tie weapons fire from a village 
adjacent to the landing zone. 
Farnham flew his aircraft on a 
succession of low-level attacks 
on the heavily entrenched enemv 
forces 

The North Vietnamese were 
deploved throughout the area in 
trenches. buildings and fortified 
positions and. despite the heavy 
enemy fire and without regard 
for his personal welfare. Farn- 


ham continued his attack. He 
made firing passes: filving 
directly into the mouth of a

Throughout the day Farnham 
flew individual support for the 
ground forces. unescorted. mak- 
ing low-level firing passes along 
the perimeter of the landing 
zone in order to deliberately 
divert the enemy fire from the

By this time the enemy had 
directed all his fire’ toward 


Farnham’s aircraft and automa- 
tic weapons fire brought his 
aircraft down. Due to the enemy 
situation and the onset of dark- 
ness. it was impossible to ev- 
acuate Farnham. 

Throughout the night Major 
Farnham organized and lead 
the ground forces on successive 
attacks against the enemy and 
on two occassions was forced to 
engage in hand-to-hand combat. 

Despite what appeared to be 
insurmountable odds. his unit 
gained the momentum required 
to suppress the enemy 


DONALD FARNHAM HAS 
SIX PURPLE HEARTS 


Major Donald W. Farnham. 
the most decorated soldier of 
the Vietnam War, has six Pur- 
ple Hearts. for wounds receiv- 
ed in action. 

Thirteen years ago the then 
sixteen vear old Wilmington 
boy enlisted in the U.S. Army 
before graduating from Wilming- 
ton High School. He enlisted to 
become a paratrooper. and the 
military life appealed to him. 
He soon attained non-commis- 
sioned rank. and became a 
sargeant. after which he enrol- 
led in an Army Helicopter 
School. 

Farnham was one of the first 
helicopter pilots to go to Viet- 
nam. and he spent a total of 47 
months in active service in that 
war-striken country 

It was for him a verv interest- 
ing experience. He evolved new 
methods of fighting with heli- 
copters..and was shortly one of 
the outstanding helicopter pilots 
in the U.S. Army. always being 
foremost in combat with the 
enemy 

“I don't think anyone enjoys 
killing anybody else’. he told 
tne Miami Journal a few weeks 
ago. - “But we are interested 
in saving our own people. Those 
who dislike the war the most 
are the people in the military. 
because they are the ones who 
have to fight it” 

During the 47 months of combat 
flving Farnham picked up. in 
addition to the six Purple Hearts. 
three _ Distinguished Fiving 
Crosses. the Bronze Star. the 
Air Medal with 43 Oakleaf Clus- 
ters and two “‘V™ devices. the 
Joint Services Commendation 
Medal. two Army Commendation 
Medals. the Navy Commendation 
Medal. as well as the three Sil- 
ver Stars 

Other decorations include the 
Vietnamese Cross for Gallantry 
with two palms and two silver 
star devices. the Presidential 
Unit Citation. Valorous Unit 
Citation. Meritorious Unit Ci- 
tation. Navy Unit Commendation 
Medal. and the Vietnamese Honor

18 To 20 Year Olds 
Can Register Soon 


Eighteen. nineteen and twenty- 
vear old residents of Wilmington 
will soon be able to register to 
vote and run for office. A letter 
from Secretary of State John 
Davoren advising Wilmington to 
register it's voung voters was 
read at last Monday's Select 
mens Meeting 

This letter has been sent to all 
351, Massachusetts -cities and 
towns. some of which have al- 
ready started registering. Mrs 
Esther Russell. Town Clerk 
savs that local 18 to 20 vear olds 
will learn the details of when and 
how to register in a paper being 
prepared by the Board of Regis- 
ters All people in this age 
group will be eligible to vote and 
run for office providing they are 
citizens of Massachusetts and 
residents of Wilmington for at 
least six months. 

Secretary of State John Daveron 
suggested that the registrations 
of the 18 vear olds be made sep- 
arately. A ruling now pending in 
the Supreme Court may suspend 
the 18 vear-old voting rights. 


He wanted widespread publicity 
given to the fact that these voung 
people may now be registered. 
especially in Towns such as Wil- 
mington, where the Town Meeting 
and local elections are held in 
the spring
